First Important Movement Toward 
Reaching Pekin—(iencral Massacre 
of Forelgners in the Interior, 


New York, July 29. =A Shangbai 
dispatch je pablished here this after. 
noon, as follows: ‘Shanghai, July 27. 
—The first important biow in the ad- 
vance upon Pekin has been struck, and 
the Chinese were routed. Fifieen 
thousand Japanese troops landed at 
Sbhan-Hai Kwan on July 22 and were 
resisted by the Chinese, The Japanese 
fought gallantly, and won a great vic- 
tory and the Chinese were put to flight. 
Preparatory to this movement the war- 
ships of the allies threatened the Chi- 
nese forts at Shaa-Hai-K wan. 

London, July 28.—In the course of a 
debate yesterday on China, Mr. Wm. 
Pritchard Morgan, member for Merthyr 
Tydvil, who has extensive business 1n- 
terests in China, asserted that he had 
the most reliable information that all 
the foreign ministers (except Baron 
Von Ketteler, the German minister) iu 
Pekin were alive oo July 24. 

Washington, July 28—The following 
dispatch bas been received at the state 
department from Cunsal Goodnow at 
Shanghai, dated Jaly 27: ‘‘An official 
telegram received here on the 15th says 
that all the foreigners and many native 
Obristiana had been killed at Taoting 
and the missions burned. The Ameri- 
cane were the Simcox family, Taylor, 
Perkin, Misses Gould and Morrill. The 
customs office reports disturbances at 
Yunan yester ‘ay. 

Loondon, July 29.—The Daily Ex- 
press has the following from Che Foo, 
dated Jaly 27: ‘Four more British 
miesionaries have bee: murdered in 
the province of Shan Si. News from 
native Christian sources say that for 
cight days a general massacre of foreign: 
ers bas been in progress in the pro- 
vinces of Ho Nan and Shan Si.’’ 

The Shanghai correspondent of the 
Daily Express, writing yesterday says: 
“*It ia reported here that a large section 
of the Boxers has revolted against 
Prince Tuan, alleging that he is mak- 
ing tools of them for his own ends. A 
desperate conflict took place outside of 
Pekin Sunday. Prince Tuan personally 
led his followers, two of the generals 
baving desereted him. The battle last- 
ed several hours and Prince Taan was 
defeated and killed.’’ 


BOERS IN KELREAT 

London, Jaly 29.—The war office has 
received the following dispatch from 
Lord Roberts: 

**French and Hutton continued their 
pursuit on July 25. The former cros- 
sing Oliphants river and from the high 
ground on the east bank he could ace 
Middleburg and the enemy retiring in 
great disorder. The moovnted forces 
were s'il] weat of the river. Night was 
closing in, the rain was falling in tor- 
rents and so it was impossible to follow. 
The night was terrible. In addition to 
the rain, a strong east wind made the 
bivoack most uncomfortable. 

**One officer, 1 regret tosay, died of 
exposure, and the mortality among 
the mules and oxen was great. The 
men made light of hardship and were 
in fine spirits whea I saw them.

LAKE LEBARGE DISASTER, 


Passengers From Alaska Bring a Keport 
That Forty Were Drowned. 

Victoria, July 29.— Passengers by the 
Oottage City from Alaska report the 
steamer Florence S was Jost in Lake 
Le Barge, and forty of one hundred 
and fifty aboard drowned. 

The Florence S Jeft Dawson for 
White Horse on July 10. Besides pas- 
sengers, she had probably one hundred 
thousand dollars in goid. A few days 
after she had left Dawson, the Hum- 
boldt ewiled, and she it was that 
brought the news to White Horne. 
Detaile of the terrible disaster were pot 
available when Cottage City left. The 
Florence S was operated and partly 
owned by Captain Barrington, who, a 
year or two ago, was master of the 
Domvllie, which wae lost. She wasa 
sternwheel vessel and high out of the 
water, and was a good mark for the 
storm, which was responsi»le for the 
accident.

REPORT TitaT 200 WERE SLAIN IN 
A CATHEDRAL AT MOUDKEN, 


Bishop Tortured and Beheaded—Be. 
lief That Ministers of the Powers 
Appenled tu May Yet Be Alive. 


London Joly 27,—There i@ an tacon- 
firmed romor that 60 Protestant and 
Catholis missionaries bave been masea- 
cred i» KJ Yuan Fu and the vicinity. 
The Sbangbai correspoudent of the 
Daily Mail describing the massacre at 
Mounden saya; ‘‘The bishop bad arm- 
ed 200 cosverts to defend the cathedral, 
and a body of Chinese troops had been 
sent to defend the converts, but the 
soldiers were jeagued with the Boxers. 
While the Christians were holding a 
service, believing themselves safe under 
protection of the troops, the signal was 
given and eoldiers and Boxers esur- 
rounded and eet fire to the church, put- 
ting the escaping worshippers to the 
sword. The bishop was captured and 
taken tothe viceroy's yamen, where 
he was diabolically tortured and de- 
capitated. His head now hangs in 
front of the yamen."’ 

The Daily Mail explains that the 
Chinese employee of the British ‘ega- 
tion, who according to its advices yea- 
terday, escaped from Pekin to Niau 
Chwang, and reported there that when 
he left Pekin most of the members of 
the legation were dead, and the condi- 
tion of the others was hopeless, states 
now that he did not actually leave 
Pekin until July 5, and this goes to 
show if bis statenent is to be relied 
upon that a general massacre had pot 
occurred on July 4, as had teen re- 
ported. 

The Russians inflicted another serious 
defeat upon the Chinese at Fort Echo 
on Joly 23. From Kobe comes a report 
that eight battalions of Russiaus have 
been compelled to leave Viadivostock 
of the Man- 
chauria trouble. 

Meanwhile active war preparations 
in the Yang Tee region are pow in pro- 
gress. not for war against the rebels, 
but against foreign powers. Junk loads 
of Chinese soldie:s and Boxers, disguis- 
ed as coolies, are arriving here daily. 
The arsenal is full of arms, and sup- 
plies are constantly coming in. The 
Nanvkin and Wu Chang garrisons are 
being constantly reinforced, and the 
viceroys admit that they cannot much 
longer withstand the pressure brought 
to bear by Sheng and Li Hung Chang 
apon them to join the forces with 
Prince Taun. 

Tokio, July 27.—Yuan Shi Kai (gov- 
ernor of Shan Tung) bas received a let- 
ter from Pekin,dated July 18, declaring 
that a legation courier was captured by 
the Chinese guards on July 13, and 
that thereupon Gen. Yung Ju petition- 
ed the throne to employ the courier aa 
messenger to communicate with the 
ministers. This was carried out and a 
reply was received that all the mipis- 
ters were well and were unanimous ip 
favoring the restoration of peace 

London, Jaly 37.—Last Satorday the 
Chisese minister, Sir Chibchen Lo 
Feng Luh, handed the foreign office a 
lung telegram purporting to come from 
Emperor Kwang Hsu, eoliciting Great 
Britain's good offices to bring about 
peace, in terms similar to the appeal

London, July 26.—The British pre- | 
rier, Lord Salisbury, yesterday notified 
United States Ambassador Choate that | 
it was impossible to accept the evid- 
ence 60 far sabmitted by the Chinese 
or that tranamitted by the United 
States regarding the safety of foreign 
ministers at Pekin, and that until their 
safety should be thoroughly established 
the British government would be un- 
able to discuss avy question of media- 
tion of kindred matters. 

The Morning Post's Berlin corres- 
pondeat asserta that the attitude of the 
United State government on the Chi- 
nese emperor's appeal is regarded asa 
decided triumph for Chinese diplo- 
macy. The Daily News says the at- 
titude of the Washington authorities is 
regarded in Berlin as « regrettable er- 
ror. Similarly the London aftern-on 
papers ‘‘regret that the president of the 
United States has taken a line that can 
hardly fail to encourage the Chinese to 
further daplicity’’ and that ‘‘thia is no 
time for teatable talk.’’ 

The Shanghai correspondent of the 
Daily Express telegrapbng yesterday 
saya: ‘‘A general rising throughout 
Chiva is now regarded as so absolutely 
certain that all missionaries throughout 
the empire have been ordered to take 
refoge without delay either at Shanghai 
or Hong Kong. Refugees are begin- 
ving to arrive from all points in the 
most pitiable condition.’ 

Shanghai, July 26.—Three thousand 
American troops have arrived at Taku, 
as well as eight transporte filled with 
British troops. both detachments are 
deficient im artillery. 

London, July 26.— Mr. Conger’s 
letter, the substance of which has been 
transmitted to the United States secre- 
tary of the navy through Capt. Thomas, 
of the United States cruiser Brooklyn, 
has increased the belief iu London that 
there is no hope for the foreign lega- 
tions in Pekin.
